'Tis true, they carry this Humour by much too 
far for one of my Complexion, for which Reafbn 
I decline appearing anions them, but when my 
Mafter^s Concerns make it neceflary for me to 
come to their Aflemblies. They are indeed a 
free-hearted, open fort of Gentlemen that coih- 
pofe the Diet, without Referve, Affe£kation, and 
Artifice ; but they are fuch unmerciful Pliers of

To unbofom myfelf frankly aAd freely to your 
Grace, I alwavs looked upon Drutikennefs to bb 
an unpardonable Crime in a young Fellow, who,- 
without any of the foreigfv Helps, has Fire enough 
in his Veins to do Juftice toCaUa whenever me 
demands a Tribute from him.

You may 
guefs, by my laft, whether I do not pafs my time 
very comfortably here j forced as I am, by my 
Chara<Ster, to fpend the better Part of my Time 
in fquabling and deliberating with Perfons of 
Beard and Gravity, how to preferve the Balance 
<)f Chriftendom^ which v^ould go well enough of 
itfelf, if the Divines, and Minifters of Prmcea 
would let it alone: and when I come home, 
fpent and weary from the Diet, I have no Lord 

D — /'s, or Sir Charles S /Sy to fport away 

the Evening with ; no Madam / , or my 

Lady J jj in fhort, none of thofe kind 

charming Creatures London affords, in whofe. 
Embraces I might make myfelf amends for fb 
many Hours murdered in impertinent I^ebates \ 
(o that, not to magnify my Sufferings to your 
Grace, they really want a greater Stock of Chri- 
ftian Patience to fupport them than I can pretend 
to be Matter of. 

^ I have been long enough in this Town, one 
wo)ild think, to have made Acquaintance enough 
with Perfoos of both Sexes, fo as never to be at 
a Lofs how to pafs the few vacant Hours I can 
allow myfelf; but the terrible Drinking that ac- 
companies all Vifits, hinders me from converfing 
with the Men fo often as I would otberwife do ;

felf the leaft Succefs, that, for my Part, I have 
given over all Purfiiits of this Nature. fiefide% 
there is (b univerfal a Spirit, of Cenforioufnefs 
reigns in Town, that a Man and Woman cannot 
be feen at Ombre or Picquet together, but 'tis 
immediately concluded fome other Game has 
been played between them. And as this renders 
all manner of Acceis to the Ladies almoft im« 
pradicable, for fear of expofing their Reputation 
to the Mercy of their Ill-natured Neighbours, 
fo it makes an innocent Piece of Gallantry often 
pais for a criminal Correfpondence.

fey IS at once\)6th de^pifing Court and Country; 
you dfefir^ me, therefbrie, to defend* myfelf, if I 
^an, 'by defcribing very particularly in what 
Mattn6r I i^chd fo irtatly Hours, that appear fo 
'lohgtoyott whb knovr nothing of the Matter, 
"and yCt itiethtnks are but too (hort for me. 
. No Part of this Taflc which you propofe is 
^ineafirj cxcepttheNeccffityof ufing the fingular' 
dumber fo oftfcil. That one Letter (I) is a moft 
^angerotrt Momjfyllable, and gives an A\t of Va- 
nity to the rtKklefteft Difcdiirfe whatfoerer. But 
yoa will remember, that I wjfite this only by 
•way of Apology j and that, under Aocufation, it 
is aHowablc to ptead any thing for Defence,, 
though a little tending to one's own Commefi- 
dation. 

To begin then, without more Preamble: I 
^nTe now in Summer about levml o'Clock, from a 
'very large Bed-€hamber (intirely quietj high, 
and free from the early Sun) to walk in the 
'Garden ; or, if rainy, in a Saloon^ filled with 
Piftures, fome good, but none difagrceaMe. 
Inhere alfo, in a Row above them, I hav^ fo 
mvny Portfarts of famous Perfons in feverai kinds,

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as are enough to excite Ambition in any Man 
lefs lazy, or lefs at eafe than myfelf. 

Inftead of a little dozing Clofet (according to 
the unwholfome Cuftom of moft People) I chufef 
this fpacious Room for all my fmall Affairs, 
reading Books, or writing Letters, where I am 
never in the leaft tired, by the Help of ftretching 
my Legs fometimes in fo long a Room, or of 
looking into the pleafanteft Park in the World, 
juft underneath it. 

Viflts, after a certain Hour, are not to be 
avoided ; fome of which I own a little fatiguing 
(though. Thanks to the Town's Lazinefs, they 
come pretty late) if the Garden was not fo near 
as to give a feaibnable Refreshment between thofe 
ceremonious Interruptions. And I am more 
ibriy than my Coachman himfelf, if I am forced 
to go abroad any Part of the Morning : for 
though niy Garden is fuch as, by not pretending 
to Rarities and Curiofities, has nothing in it to 
inveigle one's Thoughts j yet, hv the Advantage 
of Situation and Profpe^, it is aole to fuggeft the 
nobleft that can be, in prefenting at once to View 
a vaft Town, a Palace^ and a magnificent Ca* 
thedral. I confeis the laft, with all its Splendor, 
has leis Share in exciting my Devotion than the 
moft common Shrub in my Garden. For though 
I am apt to be fmcerely devout in any fort of re- 
ligious AiTemblies, from the very beft (that of our 
own Church) even to thofe of Turks^ Jeiusy and 
Indians ; yet the Works of Nature appear to me 
the better fort of Sermons 3 every Flower con- 
tains in it more edifying Rhetoric, to fill us with 
Admiration of its omnipotent Creator. 
' After I have dined (either agreeably witlt 
Friends, or, at woiil, with better Company than 

your 
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four Country Neighbours) I drive away to a 
lace of Air, and Exercife, which fome Con- 
ftitutions are in abfolute need of, and Diverfion 
of .the Mind, being a Compofition for H«alth^ 
above all the Skill of Hippocrates. 

The fmall Diftance of this Place from London 
1$ juft enough for recovering my Wcarinefe, and 
recruiting my Spirits, fo. as to make me fitter 
than before I fet out for either Buiineis or Plea- 
fure. At the mentioning the laft of thele, me- 
thinks I fee you fmile ; but I confcfs myfelf fo 
changed (which you malicioufly will call decayed) 
as to my former enchanting Delights, that the 
Company I commonly find at home is agreeable 
enough to make me conclude the Evening on a 
delightful Terrace, or in a Place free from late 
Vifits, except of familiar Acquaintance* 

By this you will fee, that moftof my Time is 
conjugally fpent at home, and confequently you 
will blame my Lazinefs more than ever, for not 
employing it in a way which your Partiality is 
wont to think me capable of, therefore I am 
obliged to go on with this trifling Defcription^ 
as ibme Excufe for my Idlenefs ; but how fuch a 
Defcription of itfelf is excufable, is what I fhould 
be very much in Pain about, if I thought any 
body could fee it befides yourfelf, who are toa 
good a Judge in all things, to miftake a Friend's 
Compliance in a private Letter for the leaft Touch 
of Vanity. v 

The Avenues [to this Houfe arc along through 
St. yames^^^tkj through Rows of goodly Elms 
on one Hand, and gay fiourifhing Limes on the 
other ; that for Coacnes, this for walking, with 
the Mall lying between them; this reaches to 
my IronPaUilkae} that encompafles a fquare Courts 

£ 4 which 
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^hich has in the midft a great Baton, with 
Statues and Water*- works ; and from its Entrance 
rifes all the way imperceptibly, till we mount to 
a Terrace, m the Front of a large Hall, paved 
with fquare, white Stone, mixed with a dark- 
coloured Marble; the Walls of it covered with a 
Set of Pictures, done in the School of Raphael. 
'Out of this, on the Right-hand, we go into a 
Parlour, thirty-three Feet by thirty-nine, with a 
Nitch fifteen Feet broad for a Buffet, paved with 
-white Marble, and placed within an Arch, with 
Pilifters of divers Colours; the upper Part of 
which, as high as the Ceiling, is painted by 
Ktcct, 

From hence we pafs through a Suit of large 
Rooms into a Bed-chamber of thirty-four Feet by 
twenty-feven ; within it a large Clofet, that opens 
into a Green-houfe, 

On the Left-hand are three Stone Arches, fup- 
ported by Corinthian Pillars, under one of which 
are eight and forty Steps, ten Feet broad, each 
Step of one intire Portland Stone. Thefe Stainr, 
by the help of two R^ing-plaCes, are iFo vtiy 
cafy, there is no need of leading on the Iroil 
Balluften The Walls arc painted with the Story 
of Dido^ whom, though the Poet was oWigcd 
to difpatch away mournfully, in order to make 
room for Laifihin^ the better- natured Painter has 
brought no farther than to that fatal Cave, 
where the Lovers appear juft entering, and 
Janguifhing with Defire. 

i^hc Roof of this Stair-cafe, which is fiftv-five 
Foot from the Ground, fs of forty Feet by tnirty- 
fix, filled with the Figures of Gods and God- 
defles ; in which is yimo condefcendihg to beg 
-Afiiftance from Venm to bring about a Marriage, 

which 
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««?hich the Fates intended ftotild be the Rum of 
her owH darling Quefcn and People ; by which, 
that roblime Poet wifely intimatcs^that we fhould 
never be over-eager for any thing either ift our 
Purfifks, or m out* Prayers, lefr what we endea- 
vour to a(k too tiolently for our Intereft) fliould 
be granted us by ftoTidcncc, only in orcfcf to our 
Ruin. 

The Bafe-reliefe, and Kttle S^afes above, are 
fl(B Eptfodical PsArtlngs of (he fai^ae Story \ and 
^he Largenef^ of Ae whole has admfitted of d fure 
Kemedy ^inft tny Decay of the Coknirs from 
Salt-Petre » the Wall> by making another of. 
Oak Laths four Inches within it, and fo primed

Fnwrt a wide Landing-place ort tiie Sttkirs-heacT,, 
ti great double t>m>r opens into aA Ap^tment ofi 
ttsc fameDiflyenfioAd with that below, on!y three 
Feet higher, notwithftandifig which, it wooM. 
Appear too low, if the higher Saloon had not. 
been divided from it. The fiift Room on thi3 
Floor has within it. a Clofet of original P^trtings>. 
wfc'ch yet aa>c not fo drtertaJning t& the ddightftiV 
PrefpcS from the Windows. Out of the fecondi 
Room, a Pair of gi^eat Door^ ^ve Entrance into 
^e Saloon, which is thirty^fivc Feet high, thirty-^ 
ion broad, and forty-five kmg. In the mWft of 
its Roof, a rourtd nAwre of Geniikfihfy eiAteert 
Feet in Diafmeter, reprcfents the Muies ^ayifig 
in Concert to Jpono-^ ly*ng ilofig on a Clotw tct 
hear them. The reft of Irhe Room is addmedl

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Much of this feems appertaining to Parade, 
and therefore I zm glad to leaVe it to describe 
the reft, which is all for Conveniency \ as firft» 
a covered Pallage from the Kitchen without 
Doors, and anodier down to the Cellars, and all 
the Offices within. Near this, a large and light* 
fbme Back-ftairs leads up to fuch an Entry above^ 
as fecures our private ISed-chambers both from 
Noife and Cold. Here we have neceflary 
DreiSng-^rooms, Servants Rooms, and Clofets, 
from miich are the preafanteft Views of all the 
Hou/e, with a little Door for Communication 
between this private Apartment and the great 
one. 
/ Thefe Stairs, and tfaofe of the fame kind at the 

^ other End of the Houfe, carry us up to the higheft 

Story, fitted for the Women and Children, with 
Floors fo contrived^ as to prevent all Noife over ' 
jny Wife's Head, during the Myfteries<^Z»axu7» 
In mentioning the Court at nrft, I forgot the 
two Wings in it, built .on Stone Arches, which 

J*oin the Houfe Corridors, fupported on hnk Pil« 
ars. In one of thefe Wings is a large Kitchen, 
thirty Feet high, with an open Cupola on the 
' Top 'y near it a Larder, Brewhoufe, and Landry^ 
with Rooms over them for Servants. The upper 
Ibrt of Servants are lodged in the other Wing, 
which has aUb two Wardrobes, and a Store- 
room for Fruit, On the top of all, a leaden 
Ciftern, holding fifty Tuns of Water, driven up 
By an Engine from ilcizThanus^ fupplies aU the 
Water- works in the Courts and Gardens, v^icb 
lie quite round the Houfe 5 through one of wbich» 
m Graft Walk conduds to the Stables, built 

^fouhd a Court, with £x Coacb-hguTes* and forty 
Stalls, 

I wifl 
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I will add but one thing more before I cany 
you into the Garden, and that is about walking 
too i but 'tis on the Top of all the Houfe, whicE 
being covered with finooth miU'd Lead, and de- 
fended, by a Parapet of Ballufters, from all Ap- 
prehenfion, as well as Danger, entertains the 
Eye with a far difiant Proipedt of Hills and Dales^ 
and a near one of Parks and Gardens. 

To theie Gardens we go down from the Houfe 
by feven Steps into a Gravel Walk^ that reaches 
acrofs the whole Garden, with a covered Ar- 
bour at each End of it. Another of thirty Feet 
broad, leads from the Front of the Houfe, and 
lies between two Groves of tall Lime-trets^ 
planted in feveral equal Ranks, upon a Carpet 
of Grafs; the Outfides of thefe Groves are bor- 
dered with Tubs of Bays and Orange-trees. 

At the End of this broad Walk you go up to a 
Terrace, four hundred Paces long, with a large 
Semicirde in the Middle, from whence is beheld 
the Queen's two Parks, and a great Part of Surry | 
then going down a few Steps, you walk on the 
Bank of a Canal fix hundral Yards long and 
leventeen broad> with two Rows of Limes oA 
each fide of it* 

On one Side of this Terrace, a WaU covered 
with Rofes and Jeflamines, is made low> to ad- 
mit the View of a Meadow full of Cattle jufl 
imder it (no difagreeable Objeil in the midit of 
a great City) and at each End, a Defcent in 
Parterres, with Fountains and Water- works. 

From the biggeft of thefe Parterres, we pa(9 
Into ar little fquare Garden that has a Fountain 
in the Middle, and two Green-houfes on the 
Sides, with a convenient Bathing Apartment in 
one of thcm^ and near another. Part of it, ]ie$ 9. 

Flower* 
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Flower-garden. BcIospc all this, a Kitchen- 
tardcn, ftill of the bcft Sorts of Fruits, has 
revcral WaHcs in it, fit for the coldeft Weather. 

Thus I have ilone widi a tedious Dcfcription, 
^nly one Thing I forgot, though of more Satif* 
faftion to me, than all the rcff, which I fancy 
foni guefs ahcady ; and it is a little Clofet of 
Books at the End cf that Green-houfe, which 
joins the bcft Apartment ; which, befides their 
being fo very near, are ranked in fuch a Method,, 
that by Its Mark a very frijh Footman may fetch 
any Book I want. 

Under the Windoxurs of this Cloftt, and Grecn- 
Jiouie, is a Kttle WiHernefs of Black- birds and 
Nightkigafc. Tlie Trees though planted by my- 
idf, require lopping already, to prevent thcic 
hindering Ae View of that fine Canal in die 
Park. 

After all tWs (to a Friend I wilt expofe my. 
Weaknefs as an fnftance of the Mind's Un* 
^Hktnefe u»der the moft pleafing Enj[oymentsX 
i am t)ftner miffiitg a pretty Gallery m the old 
Hou/e I pulled down, than pleafed widi a Safocn 
vhich I built in its ftead though a thoi^and Timea 
better in all manner of Kefpe£b. 

Ami now {Pourfaire hrme louche^ with a grave. 
Refle£Hon) it were weH for us, if thb Incapacitji; 
©f being intirely contented, was as fure a ProOT 
of our being referved for Happinels in another 
World, as it is of our Fraihy and Imperfeiboii. 
in thi«; I confefs the Dlviaes tell us fo, but 
fhengb I beKeye a future State more firmly tham 
a great many of them appear to do, by their 
inordiTtate Defircs of the good Things in Ais -^ 
yet I own aiy Faith is fbunded, not on the fal- 
lacious Arguments of Preachers^ but on that

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adorable Conjunction of unbounded Power ancfc 
Goodnefs, which certainly muft fome way re- 
compence hereafter^ fo many Thou(and$ of ia« 
iiocent Wretches created to t>e lb miferablc 
here.

I have been reading a 
Defcription of , Pliny* s Houfe, with an Eye to 
yours, but finding diey will bear no Comparifon, 
will try if it can be matched by the large Country- 
feat I inhabit at prefent; and fee what Figure it 
may make by the Help of a florid Defcription. 

You muft exped nothing regular in my De- 
fcription, any more than in the Houfe ; the whole

ferved in the civil Wars* Here is a vaft arched 
Window, beautifiiUy darkened with divers EfcuO-^

dollar, bears date 1286, which alone preiervet 
the Memory of a Knight, v^hoie iron^ Armour is 
long fince perifhed wi£ Ruft, and whofe alabafter 
Nofe is mouldered from his Monument.

-mdY Furiri<tope,^ Ae whole, would be a miferaMeL 
' Scene. 
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Scen6 of naked Walls, flawed Cielings, broken 
Windows, and ruftj Locks. The Roof is fo 
decayed, that after a favourable Shower of Rain, 
we n«ay cxpcftaCrop ofMnflirooms between the 
Chinks of our Floors ; all the Doors are as little 
and low as thofe to the Cabbins of Packet- boats. 
Thefe Rooms for many Years have had no other 
Inhabitants than certain Rats, whofe very Age 
renders them worthy of this Seat 5 for the very 
Rats of this venerable Houfe are grey ; fince there 
have not quitted it, we hope at leaft, that this 
ancient Manfion may not fall during the fmall 
Remnant the^poor Animals have to live, who are.

with feveraJ Relations of the Family, but his Ob- 
ienrattons were particularly curious when we came 
to the CeDard. He informed us where flood the 
triple Rows of Butts cf Sack, and where were 
ranged the Bottles of Tent for Toafts in a 
Morning; he pointed to the Stands that fup- 
portedthelron-hoop'd Hogflieads of Strong-beer f 
then ftepping to a Comer, he lugged out the 
tattered Fragments of an unframed Piflure : 
This, fays he, with Tears in his Eyes, was 
poor Sir Thomas ! once Mafter of all this Drink [ 
he had two Sons, poor young Matters ! who 
never arrived to the Age of his Beer ; they both

one above another. One of thefe was naikd up^ 
and our Guide whifpered to us, as a Secret, the 
Occafion of it. It feems the Courfe of this 
noble Blood was a little interrupted about two 
Centuries ago, by a Freak of the Lady Frances^ 
who was here taken in the Faft with a neighbour- 
ing Prior J ever fmce the Room has been nailed 
up, and branded with the Name of the Adultery- 
chamber. The Ghoft of Lady Frances^ is.fup^ 
pofed to walk there, and fome prying Maids of 
the Family report, diat they have feen a Lady in 
a Fardingale through the Key-hole, but. this 
Matter is huflit up, and the Servants are forbid 
to talk of it. I muft needs have tired you by 
this long Defcription ; but what engaged me in 
it, was a generous Principle to preferve the Me- 
mory of tluit which itfelf, muft foon fall into dirt;

^ H E laft time I was at ^//f s, I had the Mor^ 
•* tificationto hear^ that our Friend Mr.——* 

had met with a Dlfappointment i n ; at v^hich^ 

fome who were prefent^ were glad, . affirming^ 
that Succefs would have thrown him out of hia 
Element ; for that a Man of Wit is not q^a]ified 
for Bufinefs fo well as a Blockhead : I have jGnce 
Ixad fomeThoughts concerning, that Matter wfaicli 
I here fend you» and of which rdeilreyour Opi» 
nion. 

Upon Reflexion I have foun J out the follow- 
ing Reafons, why Blockheads are thought to be 
iitteft for Buiine&, and why they really fucceed

Fir/l^ As their Brains are a great deal colder 
than thofe arc of Men of Wit^ they muft have 
but very ftrait Imaginations, and very barren In* 
ventions ; from whence it follows, that they have 
but very few Thoughts^ and that a few Objefis 
fill their Capacities* 

Secondly^ It is reafonable enough to believe^ 
Uiat ilnce they are lincapableof many Tboughts,

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^f0t few Which they have «re detcrmtn'd hy their 
NeceJikieSy thdr Appetites^ and their Defires^ 
to what they caQ their Fortunes and dieir £fta-> 
blifhments. 

ThirMy^ It is not very hard to conceive, tihat

Thus have I endeavoured to give the Reafbn, 
v^hy a Fool fucce(^ better in Bufmefs than a 
Man of Wit ; * wh^as a multitude of Thoughts, 
and which fly at the nobleft Objeds ; and who 
finds that there is fomething fo pleafing> and (o 
noble) in thinking rightly, and more especially 
in the fublime Speculations of exalted Reafon» 
that he finds it intolerably irkfpme to defcend to 
A(SUon, and abhors the very Thoughts of being 
diligent in Things, for which he has an extream 
Contempt. 

Thus you fee, that in fome meafure a FooL 
may be £ud to be better fitted out for Bufinefs 
than a MaA of Wit. But it is high time to dif- 
tinguiih : for firft, when I fay that a Blockhead 
is fitted for Bufmefs, I mean only for little Bu- 
finefs. For to affirm, that he. is q^mlified for 
Afiairs that require £3ctent of C^acity, would 
be a Contradidion in Terms. Secondly, Whien 
I affirmt that a Man of Wit is lefs capaciuted 
for Bufinefs, I mean, that he is lefs fo, as long 
as he keeps in his natural Temper, and remains 
in a State of Tranquility : but if once he come& 
to be thrown out of that by the Force of a vio- 
lent Paffion^ and fir'd with Zeal for his Coun- 
try's Service, or enflam'd by Ambition^ and Bu- 
finefs can be made fubfervient to the gratifying 
of thofe Paflions, then I dare boldly affirm, that 
one Man of Wit will go farther than a thoufand 
of thofe who want it. Of which it would be 
eafy to give more than one Inftance amongfl 
our prefcnt Mirufiers. But I wiU be content- 
ed 
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cd ^ith putting you in mind, that none of 
the Romans had more Wit than Cafar^ and none 
of the French than Richelieu. 

Before I conclude, I muft rive you a Caution 
which is, that by the Word Blockhead, I do 
not mean one that is ftupid, but that I apply 
that Word according to the Language of you 
Men of Wit, to one who thinks but a little : 
and that on the other fide, by a Man of Wit, 
I do not' mean every Coxcomb whofe Imagina- 
tion has got the Afcendant of his little Reafbn ; 
but a Man like you. Sir, or our moft ingenious 
Friend, in whom Fancy aiid Judgment are like 
a wcll-matcb'd pair; the firjl like an extraordi- 
nary Wife, that appears always beautiful and 
alwavs charming, yet is at all times decent, and 
at all times chafte ; the fecond like a prudent and 
well-bred Hufband, whofe very Sway fhews his 
Complaifance, and whofe very Indulgence ibews 
bis Authority.

put together. You fee what Succefs this learn- 
ed Critic has found in the World> after his blaf- 
pheming Shqhjpear. Almoft all the Faults which 
he has difcover'd are truly there : yet who will 
read Mr. Ry m ■ ' ^ or not read Shakefpear ? For 
my own Part, I reverence Mr. Rym — *% Learn- 
ing, but I deteft his lU-nature and his Arro- 
gance. I indeed, and fuch as I, have Reafon to 
be afraid of him, but Shakefpear has not. Ther« 
is another Part of Poetry in which the Englijh 
ftand almoft upon an equal Foot with the Anci-~ 
entsj and 'tis that which we call Pindaric; in- 
troduced but not perfected by our famous Mr.. 
Cowley : and of this Sir, you are certainly one 
of the greateS Malters : you have the Sublimity 
of Sen^ as well as Sound, and know how far 
the Boldnefs of a Poet may lawfully extend. I 
could wifli you would cultivate this kind of Ode," 
and reduce it either to the fame Meafurc which 
Pindar us'd, or gjive new Meafures of your own.

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newly difcover'd : the Soil is wonderfullv fruit-* 
ful, but unmanur'd, overftock'd with Inhajbitants, 
but almoft all Savages, without Laws, Arts, 
Armsy or Policy. I remember poor Nat. Lee^ 
who was then upon the Verge df Madnefs, yet 
made a fober and a witty Annver to a bad Poet, 
who told him, // was an eafy thing to write like 
a Mad-man. No^ faid he, ^tis very difficult to 
write like a Mad-man ; but 'tis a very eajy matter 
to write like a FooL Otway and he are fafc by 
Death from all Attacks, but we poor Poets Mi- 
litant (to ufe Mr. Cowleyh Expreffion) are at the 
Mercy of wretched Scrlblers 5 and when they 
cannot faften upon our Verfes, they fall upon 
our Morals, our Principles of State and Religion. 
For my Principles of Religion I will not jufti- 
fy theiti to you ; I know yours are far diiFerent. 
For tKe fame Realbn, I fliall fay nothing of my

Uan there be a more damnable Satire upon Wit^ 
&an that fo many Gentlemen who have (o very 
much of it^ fiiouki be forc'd to play the Fool ta 
divert one another f But,^ for God^s fake, what 
do you mean when vou (ay a Quibble diverts 
you I It makes you laugh I warrant : wlgr the

Dear Sir, 

T Will not augment the Trouble which I give 
'*' you, by making an Apology for not giving It 
you fooner. Tho' I am heartily forry that I 
kept fuch a Trifle as the Inclosed, and a Trifle 
writ extempore, long enough to make you ex- 
pcfl: a labour'd Letter. But becaufe in the In- 
clos'd I have fpoken particularly of Ben yohnfon*^ 
Fox^ I defire to fay_ three or four Words of fome 
of his Plays more generally: the Plots of the 
Fox<i the oilent Woman^ the Akhymft, are all 
of them very artful. But the Intrigues of the Fox 
and the Akhymift feem to me to be more dexte- 
roufly perplex'd, than to be happily difintangled. 
But the Gordian Knot in the Silent Woman is 
united with fo much Felicity^ that that alone 

may 
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may fuA^ to iheW Ben yohnfon no ordinary 
Hero. But then, perh^s, the $iUnt JVofnan may 
want the Very foundation of a good Comedy^ 
which the other two cannot be faid to want ; for 
it feems to me to be without a Nfpral. Upon 
which Abfurdity, Ben J^hnfon was driven by the 
Singularity of Morofi% Character, which is too 
extravagant for Inftru6lion, and fit, in my Opi- 
nion, only for Farce* For this feems to me to 
conftitute the moft eflential Difference betwixt 
Farce and Comedy, that the Follies which are 
expos'd in Farce are Angular, and thofe are par-^ 
ticular which are expo^'d in Comedy. Thefe 
laft are thofe, with which fome part of an Au- 
dience may be fupposM infected, and to which 
all may be fuppos'd obnoxious. But the firft are 
fo very odd, that, by reafon of their monilroua 
Extravagance, they cannot be thought to concern ' 
an Audience i and cannot be fuppos'd to iqftru6t 
them. For the reft of the Characters in thefe 
Plays, they are for the moft part true, and moft 
of the humorous Characters Mafter*pieces. For 
Ben JobnforC^ Fools feem to .fliew his Wit a 
great deal more than his Nfen of Senfe : I admire 
his Fops, and but barely efteem his Gentlemen. 
Ben feems to draw Def<»'mity more to the Life 
than Beauty : he is often ib eager to purfue Folly, 
that he forgets to take Wit along with him. For 
the Dialogue, it feems to want very often that 
Spirit, that Grace, and that noble Raillery, which 
are to be found in more modern Plays, and which 
are Virtues that ou^t to be infeparable from 
a finUh'd Comedy. But there feems to be one 
thing more wanting than all the reft, and that is 
Paffion, I mean, tnat fine and that delicate Paf-

I agree wkhjrdu,- in an impartial Preference; 
of our Englijh Writers in that Particttlar« But 
if I tell you my Thoughts of Humour, I muft at 
the fame time confefe, that what I take for true 
Humour, has not been fo often written even by 
them> as is genemlly believed : ai!d firnie who 
have valued themfelyes, and have been efleem'd 
by others for that kind of Writing,, have feldom 
touch'd upon it. To make this appear to the 
World, would require a long and labour'd Dif- 
xourfe, and (uch as I neither am able nor willing 
to undertake. But fuch little Remarks as ^nay 
be containM within the Compafs of a Letter) and 
foch unpremeditated Thoughts as noay be com** 
municated between Friend and Friend, without 
incurring the Cenfiire of the World, - or fetting. 
tip for a Di^tor, you (hall have from me, fince 
you have enjoined it» 

To define Humour, perhaps, were as difiicidt 
as to define Wit; for, like tnat, it is of iniinite 
Variety. To enumerate the feveral Humours of 
Men, were a Wmdc as encflefs as to fusi up their 
&veral Opinions, And in my Mind the ^u^ 
Homims tot S^nteTOia m^t have beea more pro-^ 
f&rly interpreted of H^nk>ur ; £ace there are 
many Men «f the fame Opinion in many things, 
who are yet quite different in Humours. But 
liio^ we cannot certainly tell what Wit is, or what 
Humour is, ytt vft may go tiear to ihew fome- 
thing which is not Wit, or not Humour, and yet 
«ften miftakon for both. And flnce I have mQn-^ 
tioned Wit and Humour together, let me make 
-the £lfi Biftindion between theoiy and ob* 
3 ferve 
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fcrve to yoH, that Wit is often miftaken for Hu- 
mour. 

I have obferved, that when a few Things have 
been wittily and plealantly fpoken by any Cha* 
rader in a Comedy, it has been very uiual for 
thofe, who make their Remarks on a Play, while 
it is ading, to fay, Such a Thing is very humoroufy 
fpoken J There is a great deal of Humour in that 
Part. Thus {he Chara£ter of the Perfon fpeak- 
ing, may-be, furprifingly and pleafandy, is 
miftaken for a Charadler of Humour; which in- 
deed is a Character of Wit; but there is a great 
difference between a Comedy, wherein there are 
mdny Things humoroufly, as they call it, which 
is pleafantly fpoken, and one where there are 
feveral Charaders of Humour, diftinguifh'd by 
the particular and different Humours, appropriat- 
ed to the feveral Perfons reprcfented, and which 
naturally arife from the different Conftitutibns, 
Complexions, and Difpofitions of Men. The 
faying of humorous Things does not diftinguifh 
Characters ; for every Penon in a Comedy may 
be allowed to fpeak them. From a witty Man 
they are expeded, and eyen a Fool may be per- 
mitted to Ihimble' on them by Chance. Tho' I 
make a Difference betwixt Wit and Humour, yet 
I do not think that humorous Characters exclude 
Wit : no, but the Manner of Wit fhould be 
adapted to the Humour. As for Inftance, a 
Character of a fplenetic and peevifh Humour, 
(hould have a fatyrical Wit ; a jolly and fanguine 
Humour, fliould have a facetious Wit : the for- 
mer Ihoidd fpeak pofttively ; the latter carelefly : 
for the former obferves and ihews Things as they 
are; the latter rather overlooks Nature, and 
fpeaks Things as he would have them ; and his 

Wit 
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Wit and Humour have both of them a lefs Allay 
of Judgment than di)e others. 

As Wit, fo its Oppofite, Folly, is fometimes 
miftaken for Humour. 

When a Poet bHngs a Chara£ler on the Stage^ 
conimitting a thoufand A^bfurdities, and talkm? 
Impertinencies^ roaring aloud, and laughing im- 
moderately, on every, or rather upon no Occa^ 
fion ; this is a Character of Humour. 

Is ;my thing more common, than to have a prer 
tended Comedy ftuflFM with fuch Grotefqne Figured 
and Farce- Fools ? Things that either ar6 not in Na- 
ture, or if they arc, arc Monfters, and Births of 
Mifchance ; and confequently, as (ueh, (houM 
be ftifled, and huddled out of the way, like 
S^oterkmsy that Maidcind may not be {hock d irith 
an appearing Pofiibility cf the De^neration of a 
God4ike Species. For my Part, I am as wilHng 
to Uugh ^ any body,, s^iiias ^afi|y diverted wim 
an Obje(^ truly ridiculous: 4)ut at the lametime^ 
I can never care for feeing Things .thai; force me 
to entertain low Thpu^s of my Nature, I 
don*t know how it is with others, but I confeis 
freely to you^ I could n^er lodk Ions upon a 
Moidcey without very mortify ii^ Reflc6ltons ; tho^ 
I never hearjd any tSimg to the cohtr^ry w4iy th^t 
Creature is not 6riginal!y of a diftin.(5l 'Specie^. 
As I tl0n't think Humour cxclufiye of Wit, nei- 
ther do I think it incojpGftent with Folly; but I 
^ink the Follies fhould be only fuch as Mens 
Humours may incline them to, and not Follies 
iiitirely abftra^ed from bpth Humouj: and Na* 
turc. 

Spmetimes perfonal D,efe£ls arc mifreprefented 
for Humours. 

Vol* n. H I mean. 
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I mean, ibinetiine$ Characters are barbaroofy 
cxpofed on the Stage, ridiculing natural Defor* 
mities, cafual Defe& in the Senfes, and Iniir* 
mities or Ase. Sure the Poet muft both be v^iy 
jH-natur'd bimfelf, and think his Audience fo, 
whenhe propofes, by (hewing a Man deformed, 
or deaf, or blind, to give them an agreeable En- 
tertainment } and hopes to raife their Mirth by 
what is truly an Object of Compaffion. But 
much need not be faid upon this Head to any 
body, especially to you, who in one of your 
Letters to me concerning Mr* Johnfin*s Fox^ 
have juftl^ excepted againft this inmioral Part of 
Kidiade m CoriaaU^s Character j and there t 
muft agree with you to blame him, whom other- 
wife I cannot enough admixe, for his great Maflery 
in true Humour in Comedy. 

External Habit cS Body is often miftaken for 
Humour. 

By external Habit, I do not mean the ridicu* 
lous. Dfcfs or Cloathing of a Charafier, tho' that 
goes a good way in ibme received Charaders^ 
(but undoubtedly a Man's Humour may incline 
hia to dre& difierently from other People) but I 
mean a Sii^Iartty of Manners, Speech and Be* 
haviour, peculiar to all, or moft of the fiunc 
Country, Trade, Profeffion or Education. Z 
cannot think that a Humour, which is only a 
Habit, or Difpofition contrafied by Uie or 
Cuftom ; for by a Difufe or Compliance widk 
other Cuftoros, it may be worn off, or diver* 
iified. 
AfFedation is generaDy miftaken for Humour. 
Thefe are indeed fo mudi alike, that, at a di-* 
ftance, they may be miftaken one for die other : 
for what b Humour in one, may be ASsStaiidon 
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in mother; ftnd nodung is more common than 
fer feme to aficd particular Ways of faying and 
doing Things peculiar to others, whom they ad- 
flfiire and would imitate. Humour is the Life^ 
Afl^dation the Pidure. He that draws a Cha* 
tz&fit, of A0e£btion, (hews Humour at the ftcond-* 
Jiand } he at heft but pubtiflies a Tranflation, and 
his Pid^res are but Copies. 
, But as thejfe two laft DiftiiifHons are the niceft^ 
lb it may be ihoft proper to txplain them by par* 
ticular Inftances from fome Author of ^rautation. 
Humour I take either to be born vfpi^ iis, and 
lb of a natural Growth; or elfe to be erafted

Cuftom. Under tbi« Head may be ranged all 
Country Clowns, jailors, Tradefmen, Jockies, 
<jameftera, and fuch like, who noake ule pf Cant$ 
or pceuljar Diakdfe in their feveral Arts and Va- 
cations. One may almoft give a Receipt for the 
CpnipQfition of fuch a Chara<5ler : for the Poet 
has iK^ing.toda, but to collect a few proper 
Phrafes and Terms of Art^ and to make the 
Perfon apply them by ridiculous Metaphors in 
his Converfation with Charaders of different 
Natures. Soi^ie late Charafters of this kind have 
been very fuccefsful ; but in my Mind they may

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cannot be fliewti without a Dtfledion of Natare» 
and a narrow Search to dtfcover the firft Seeds 
from whence it has its Root and Growth* 

If I were to write to the World I Ihould be 
obliged to dwell longer upon eadi of thefe Di<« 
flinoions and Examples ; for I know that they 
would not be plain enough to all Readers : but a 
bare Hint is fufHcient to inform you of the No^ 
tions which I have on this SuUefit ; and I hope 
by this time you are of, my Opinion, thatHu-* 
mour is neither Wit, nor Folly, nor'peribnal De- 
fe<!^, nor AfFeflation, nor Habit; and yet that 
each, and all of thefe, have btai both written 
and received for Humour. 

I ihould be unwilling to renture even on a 
bare Defcription of Humour^ much more to 
make a Definition of it ; but now my Hand is 
in, rib tell you what (erves me inftead of eidier : 
I take it to be, Afingular and unavndaUi manner 
tf dotng^ or faying any things peculiar and natural 
to one man onlyy by which his SpeeA'and A£iiom 
are difiinguijh^dfrofn thofe of other Men* 

Our Humour has relation to us, and to what 
proceeds from us, as the Accidents have to a 
Subftance : it is a Colour, Tafte, and Smelly 
difFufcd thro' all ; tho* our A£Uons are never (b 
many, and different in Form, they are all Splin- 
ters of the feme Wood, and have naturally one 
Complexion ; which tho' it may be difgutled by 
Art, yet cannot be wholly changed : we may 
paint It with other Colours, but we cannot change 
the Grain. So the natural Sound of an Inftru- 
ment will be diftinguifli*d, tho' the Notes ex- 
prefled by it are never fo various, and theDi- 
verfions never fo many. Diffimulation may, by 
degrees, become more ea(y to our Pradice j but 

it 
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R can never abfolutely tranfubftantiate us into 
what we would (eem : it will always - be in fome 
Proportion a Violence upon Nature. 

A Man may change his Opiniony but I be- 
lieve he will find it a DifRculty to part with his 
Humour ; and there is nothing more m-ovoking 
Aan the being made feniible of that DifHcuIty.. 
Sometimes one fliaU meet with thde, who per* 
Ikaps, innocently enoughv but at the fame time 
impertinently, will' afk the Queflion^ Why art 
y9U nH merry f Why are y9u not gay^ pleafatn and 
Aeerful f Then, infiiead of anfwerinfi^ could I 
aik fudi one. Why are you mt hoft^me f Wh^ 
haeve you mt Uack EyeSy and a better Cenfkxion f 
Nature abhors to be forced. 

The two famous Philofephers of Epbefus and 
JMera have their difierent Se£b at this Day; 
feme weep, and others laugh at one and the £ime 
thing. 

i don't dbubt, but you have obferved feveral 
Men laugh when they are angry \ others who 
are ftlent ; feme that are loud : 'yet I cannot fup- 
poie that it is the Faffion c^ Anger which is in 
itfelf different, or more or lefs in one than t'other ; 
but that it is the Humour of the Man that is 
predominant, and urges him to expreis it in that 
manner* Demonflrations of Pleafure are as va« 
nous ; one Man has a Humour of retiring from 
all Company, when any thii^ has happened to 
pleafe him beyond Expectation ; he hugs himfelf 
alone, and thinks it an Addition to the Pleafure 
to ke^ it fecret. Another is upon Thorns tilj 
he has made Proclamation of it \ and muft make 
other People ienfible of his Happinefs, before he 
can be fb himfelf. So it is in Grief and* other 
Paffions. Demonflrati<ms of Lovef and the Ef^

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fects of that PafBon upon feVeral HumourSy ire 
infinitely different : but here the Ladies^ who 
abound in Servants, are the befl Judges. Talk- 
ing of the Ladies, methlnks fomething^ould be 
obfcrved of the Humour of ^e Fair Sex^ fince 
they are fometknes fo kind as to fiu'nifli out a 
Chara£br for Comedy. But I mufl confefs, I 
have never made any Obfervatioj^ of what I appre- 
hend to be true Humour in Women. Perhaps 
Paflions are too powerful in that Sex to let Hu- 
mour have its Courfe, or n^ay-be, by re^n of 
their natural Cpldnefs, Humour cannot exert it* 
lelf to that extravagant Degree, which it often 
does in the Male Sex : for if eyer any thing doeft 
appear comical or ridiculous in •& Woma% f 
d>ink h is little more than aui acc^uir'd FoUy or an 
AfFeflation. We may call them the i^eakec 
Sex ; but I think the true Reafon iSf becauTe ouv 
l^'ollies are ilronger, and our Faults «re more 
{prevailing. 

. One might think that the Diverftty of Hu- 
mour, whicti muil be allowed to be diffiire4 
thrqughout Mankind, might afford endlefs Mat- 
ter for the Support of Comedies. But when wa 
come clofelv to confider that Point, ^nd nicely 
to diflinguiin the Difference of Humours, 1 be« 
lieve we (hall find the contrary. For ^o' we 
allow every Man fometbing of his own, and a 
peculiar Humour, yet every Man has it not ia 
i^antity to become remarl^able by it ; or, if 
9iany do become remarkable by their Humours, 

?et all thoie Humpurs may not be xUverting* 
^or is it only requifite . to diflinguiih what Hu- 
mour will be diverting, but alfo how much of it, 
what Part of it to mew in Light, and what to 
caft ia Shades i hctv^ to iet it; m in preparatory 
. . « Scenes^ 
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Scenes, ajid by oppoTing other Humours to it i« 
the &mc Scene. Through a ivrong Judgmen^9 
fometimcst Mens Humours may be oppofed whea 
there Is really no fpccific Difference betivcca 
Ihcm, orrly a greater Proportbn of the iaaie in 
lonethan fother^ occafioh'd by having niore 
Phlegm or Choler, or whatever tfce Conftictttion i9, 
iram whence their Humours derive their Source.

Your Parents were io far 
in the rignt, that they did not introduce you 
much into the World, whereby you avoided many 
wrong Steps, which others have taken, and K^ve 
fewer ill Impreflions to be removed; but ther 
failed, as is generally the Cafe, in too much 
neglefting to cultivate your Mind, without which 
it is Impoffible to acquire or preferve the Friend- 
fiiip and Efleem of a wife Man, who foon grow$ 
weary of a&ing the Lover, and treating bis Wife 
like a Miftrefs, but wants a re^fonable Compa* 
jiion and true Friend through every Stage of 
Life. It muft be dierefore your Builnefs to qua-' 
lify yourfelf for thofe Offices, wherein I will not 
faQ to beyourDire<£lor as long as I (hall think you 
deferve it, by letting you know how you are to 
a£):, and what you ought to avoid. 

And beware of defpifing or negle£Hng my In- 
itru£lion«, wherein will depend not only your 
midcing a ^ood Figure in the Word, but your 
own real HappineS, as well as that of the rer- 
fon, who ought to be the deareft to you. 

I muft therefore define you, in the firA Place 
to be veiy flow in changing the modefl Behavi- 
our of a Virgin. It it is ufual, in young Wives, 
before they have been many Weeks married, to 
afllrme a bold forward Look and Manner of 
Talkihg, as if thev mtended tp fignify, in aUt 
Companies^ that toey were no longer Grirls, and» 
confequently, that their whole Demeanor, before 
they got a Hufband, was all but a Countenance 
ana Conflraint upon their Nature; wheroas I 
Ibppofe, if tii9 Votes of wife Men were gathered,

a vprj great Majoril^ would be in fiiVDur of 
thofe Ladies, who, after thev entered into tkat 
States rather chofe to double their Portion of 
Modefty and R^ervedaefs. 

I mull likewife warn you ftrii^y againft the 
leaft P^ree of Fondnefs to your Hu(band befoce 
any Witneft whatfoever, eyen bef(»re your neav* 
eft Relations^ or the very Maids of your Cham- 
ber. This Procfgeding is fo exceeding odious and 
difguftfui to all who have good Breeding or «)od 
Sen(p, that tb^ a$gn two very unamiable Kea* 
fons for it, the one isgrofi HypocriiV, the other 
batf too 1^ a N^i^'fomcSnuon; ]t Hicre is any 
Difference tf> be j9ad^» your Hufband is the low- 
eft Perj^A in Company, either at home or abroad $ 
and every Qeptleman ^efent has a better Claim 
to all Marks of Civility and Diftindion from you. 
Conceal your ]^eem and Love in your own 
Br^ift ; referve your kind Looks and Language 
for private Hours, which are fo many in the four 
and t<9f%v^9 <bat they will affbrd dme to em«- 
phw a Paifito as exahed as any that ivas ever 
deicribed in a Freruh Romance. 

Upon this Head I fliould likewKe advife you, 
to differ in Practice bom thofe Ladies who afie& 
abuncbnce of Uneafinefi while their Hufisands 
are abroad, ftart wkh ^ery Knock at the Hkior, 
and ring the Skll incefiantly for die Servants to 
let their Mafler in \ w(ll iu>t cat a Bit at I^ncr 
or Supper if her Hufband h^^peas to ftay oq% 
mid rec4ve him, ^ his Rjeturn, ynA fiich a Med^ 
ley of Chiding and Kindnefs, atfid catecfaifinc; hint 
fiHieDe he has been, that' a Shrew {vomBrnk^-' 
gat0 would be &e more eafy and eligible Com^ 
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Of the fame Leaven are thofe Wivcs^ wha^ 
when their Hufbands are gone a Journey, muft 
have a Letter everv Poft/ upon pain of Fits and 
Hyfterics ; and a Day muft be fixed for a Return 
home; without the leaft Allowance for Bufinefs, 
or Sicknefs, or Accidents, or Weather: upon 
•which I can only fay, that, in my Obfervation, 
thofe Ladies who are apt to make the greateft 
Clutter on fuch Occafions, would liberally have 
paid a Meflenger for bringing them News that 
•their Hufbands had broken their Necks on the 
Road. 

You will perhaps be offended, when I advife 
you to abate a littie of that violent PaiBon for 
fine Clothes fo predominant in your Sex. It is 
a little hard, that ours, for whofe fake you wear 
them, are not admitted to be of your Council. 
I may venture to affirm, that we will make an 
Abatement at any time of four Pounds a Year in 
a Brocade, if the Ladies will but allow a fuitable 
Addition of Cleanlinefs and Sweetnefs in their 
Perfons; foe the fatyricat Part of Mankind will 
needs believe, that it is not impoflible to be vtry 
fine and very filthy \ and that the Capacities of 
a Lady are fometimes apt to fall fhort in cuhi- 
vating Comelinefs and Finery tc^ether .^ I fliall 
only add, upon fo tender a Subje^, what a plea-- 
fant Gentleman fi»d Concerning a fdly Woman 
of Quality, That nothing could make her fup* 
portable but cutting off her Head ; for his Ears 
were ofiended by her Tongue, and his Nofe by 
her Hair and Teeth* 

I am wholly at a lofs how ta advife, you in the 
Choice of Company, which however is a Point 
of as great Importance as any in your Life. If 
your general Acqu^ntance be among Ladies 

who 
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ti^ho are your Equals or Superiors, provid- 
ed they have nothing of what is commonly 
called an ill Reputation, you think you are fafe -, 
and this, in the Stile of the World, will pafe 
for good Company; whereas I am afraid it 
Will be hard for you to pick out one Female Ac- 
quaintance in this Town, from whom you will- 
hot be in manifeft Danger of contrafting fome 
' Foppery, Affedation, Vanity, Folly or Vice. Your 
only fafe way of converiing with them' is by a 
firm Refolution to proceed in your Pra£Hce and 
Behaviour direftly contrary to whatever they fliall 
fey or do; and this Itaketo.be a good general 
Rule, with very few Exceptions. For inftance^ 
in the Doctrines they ufually deliver to young 
married Women for managing their Hnfbahds ; 
their (everal Accounts of their Condu(ft in that ' 
Particuhr, to recommend it to your Imitation ; 
the Reflel^ons they make upon others of their 
Sex for a^ng differently; their Dire£Hons to 
come off with Viftoiy, upon any Diipute or 
Quarrel you may have with yotir Hufband ; the 
Arts by which you may difcover and praftiie 
upon his weak Side ; when to work by Flattery^ 
and Inftnuation, when to melt him with Tears, 
and when to engage with a high Hand, In thefe^ 
and a thoufand other Cafes, it will be prudent to 
retain as many of their Lectures in your Memonl* 
as you can, and then determine to a6l> in fuli^ 
Oppofition^ to them all. 

I hope your Huftand wilf interpofe bis Autho- 
rity to limit you in the Trade of V ifiting. Half 
a dozen Fools are in all Confcience as many as 
you (hould require, and it will be fufficient for 
you to fee ^hem twice a Year ^ for I think tht

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Falhion do^s not exa£l that Vifits fliould bt pakt 
tp Friends. 

I advife that your Company at hoBot fhould 
confift of Men rather than Women. To fay the 
Tmtb, J never knew a toleraUe Woman to be 
fond d[ her own Sex. I confefi, when both ar^ 
Jiiixed a«d w^U chden, s^nd put theu- C^alities 
forward, tbef e may be an IntercoiiEie of Civili^ 
and (Good-will, which, wltii the Addition crf'fome 
Degree of Senfe, caa make Converfadon or 
Amui^Deiit agreeable; but a Knot of Ladies 
got tojgether by theinfelve^, Is a very School of 
loipertineiice and D^afition ; and it is well ^ 
thofe be the worft. 

Im your Men Acquaintance be of your Hu^ 
band's Choice, and not recommended to yoja by 
§m She CQ(GBk{>aQio(n5, becaufeythey wlU.furay m 
a Coxcomb ^ipon you ^ and it wiU coft you dome 
Time and Pains before you can anive at the 
Knowledge of difiingviflai^ fuch a <me fioip a 
Man of Senfe, 

Never ^ake a favoiuite Wmttng-maid into 
your Cabinet^qQuncU, to jenfeutain yoii with 
Hiftories of ^k Ladies 'whom &e has formerly 
fervedj, of ihetr Divei£ons and their Dreffings ^ 
to infinuate how .great a Fortune you brought^ 
9nd how Jitcleyou are allowed to-fquander; to 
appeal to her from your Huiband, and to be de« 
termined by her Jurfgm^it^ becaufe you are furc 
xt will always be for you; to receive and dtfcard 
Servants by her Appit^bation and Diflike ; to en- - 
gage you^ by her Infmuatjons, into Mrfunder-* 
ftanding^ with your heft Friends ; to reprefent all 
things in falfe Colours, and to be tht common 
Kmiffiury iof Scandal. 

But 
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put tbe grest ASaix of your Ijfe w31 be to 
gain and pjre&rve die Friendship and EftGcm of 
your Hufband* You are mariied to a Man pf 
good Education and loMoioRf x>f an cxcelient 
Underftanding^ and an oxaAT^fte^ it is true;

Undeiflanding to an Acquaintance with yovti by 
wbofe Converfation you may learn to correi^ 
your Tafte and Judgment } and wheii you can 
briiig youffelf to comprehend and reliih the good 
Senle of others, you will arrive in time to wink 
rightly yourfelf, and become a reafonable and 
agreeable Companion. This muft produce in 
your Hufband a true rational Love and Efteem, 
for you, which old Age will not diminiih. He 
will have Regard for your Judgment and Opi- 
nion in Matters of the greatefl Weight ; you will 
be able to entertain each other, without a third 
•Berfbn to relieve you by finding Difcourfe. The 
Endowments of your Mind wul even make your 
Pejrfon more agreeable to him ; and when you 
are alone, your Time will not lie h^avy upon 
your Hands, for want of fome trifling Amuie* 
ment. 

As little Refpe<^ as I have for. the Generality

it were an eftablifli'd Maxim, that Women 
are incapable of Converfation, In a Room 
where both Sexes rneet^ if the Men are dif- 
courilng upon -any raieral Subjed, the Ladies 
never think it their Isuflnefs to partake in what 
pafles^ but, in. a feparate Club, entertain each 
other with the Price and Choice of Lace and 
Silk, and what Drefles they Uked or difappro^ved 
zt the Church or Play-houfe : iand when you are 
among^yourfelves, how naturally, after the firft 
Complioaents, do you apply your Hands to each, 
c^her^s Lappets, and Ruffles, and Mantuas, as 
if the whok Bufinefi of your laves^ and the pubf - 

.lie 
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lie Concern of the World, depended upon the 
Cut and Colour of your Dreffes : as Divines 
fayj That fome People take more Pains to be 
damn'd, than it iVould coft them to be faved ; 
fo your Sex employs more Thought, Memory, 
and Application to be Fools, than would ferve. 
to make them wife and ufeful. When I refledl: 
on this, I cannot conceive you to be human 
Creatures ; but a fort of Species, hardly a De- 
gree above a Monkey, who has more diverting 
Tricks than any of you, is an Animal lefs mis- 
chievous and expenfive, might in time be a tofer^ 
able Critic in Velvet and Brocade, &nd for aught 
I know, would equally become them.

If you are in Company with Men of Learn- 
ing, though they happen to difeouf fe of Arts and 
Sciences, out of your Compafs, you will get 
mor^ Advantage by liftening to them, than from 
all the Nonfenfe and Frippery of your own Sex j| 
but if they be Men of Breeding as well as Learn- 
ing,, they will feldom engage in ^ny Converfa- 
tfon where you ought not to be a Hearer, and 
in. time have your Parts. If they talk of the 
Mamneis and Cuftoms of the feveral Kingdoms 

of 
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of Europe^ of Travek into remoter Nations, of 
the State of their own Countries, or of the great 
Men and Adlions of Greea and Rome ; if they 
give their Judgment upon Englijb zai French 
Writers, either in Verfe or Profe, or of the Na- 
ture and Limits of Virtue and Vice, it is a Shame

l>e Judge of the edi/£& Books that are ^rittea 
in it, as 307 one mav Bad, when they are dif- 
poied to mang^ a Play or a Novel, where (he 
Jeaft Word put of the common Road is fuie t^ 
difconcert them. It is no Won4er,, wjhen they 
are not fo much as tav^t to (jjpell in dieir ChihU 
Jaood, nor cw ever attain to it in their whole 
Lives. I advtfe. you, therefore, to r^ alpu^ 
inore or Ipfs every Day to yoifr Hu(ba|id, if^he 
will permit you, or to any other Friend ^(but npi 
a Female one) who i& afue to fct you right ; and 
as for Spelling, you may compafs itl^n time, by 
inajcing Collections' froqi the Dooiks ypu read*. 

I know veiy well that thofe who ^re comoM^ 
ly called Learned Women, have loft all man? 
net of Credit, by their impertinent TalMtive^ 
m{s and Conceit of themfelves ; but there is an

It is a wrong Method and ill Choice 
of Books, that makes thofe learned Ladies juft 
fo much worfe for what they have lead^ and 
therdbre it (hall bemy Care to direA you bet* 
ter, a Taik for which I take myfelf to be 
not ill-qualified, becaufe I haveipent moreTime, 
and have had more Ojpportunities than many 
others, to dbferve and diicover from what Souicet 
the various Follies of Women are derived. 

Pray obferve how infignificant Things are tho 
common Race of Ladies, when they have paflcd 
tfieir Yoitth and Beauty, how contemptible they 
mptv to the Men, and yet m^re contempti-^ 
bie to the younger Fart of their own Sex, and 
bnye no Relief but in paffing d^r Afternoont 
in VifitB where they are ^ever acceptable, and 
their Evenings at Cards among each c^er, while 
$be former P^ of the Day is fpent in Spleen and 
Envy, or in vain Endeavours to nqpair by Art 
and Drefs the Ruins of Time ; whereas I have 
known Ladies at Sixty, to whom all the polite 
Part of .the Court and Town, paid :thetr Ad*> 
drefles, withcwt any £uther View, than that of 
enjoying the Pleaiure of their Converiation., 

I am %norant of aiqr .one Quali^ that is ami* 
able in a Man, which is not equally ib in a Wo*- 
man ; I do noc.except jeven Modeny and Gen- 
tlenefs.of Nature, nor do I know one Vice or 
Folly, which is not equally deteftable in both» 
there is indeed one Infirmity which feems to be 
generally allowed jou, I mean that of Cowar^ 
4iicej ^ diere ihould feem to ;be fometbtng veij 
capricious^ itiliat when W^inwprolefi their Admi* 

ration 
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ration for a- Colonel or a Captain, on account of 
his Valour, they fiiould fancy it a very graceful 
becoming Quality in themfelves to be afraid of 
their own Shadows ; to fcream in a Barge "^hen 
the Weather is calmeft, or in a Coach at the 
Ring ; td run from a Cow at a hundred Yards 
diftiance ; to fall into Fits at the Sight of a Spt- 
'diri zn Earwigs or a Frog j at Icafl if Cowardice 
be a Sign of Crueky (as it is generally granted) 
I can hardly think it an AcccHnpIifhment fo de* 
firable as to be thought worth improving by Af-^ 
fectation. 

And as'|he fame Virtue equally becomes both 
Sexes, fouiereis no Quality whereby Women 
endeafvour to diftingiiiih themfelves from Men^ 
for which they are not juft fo much the worie, 
except that only of Relervednefs, which, how- 
ever, as yougeneraHy manage it, is nothing elfe 
but AfFedtation or Hypocrify ; for as you cannot 
too much difcountenance thofe of our Sex who 
prefume to take imbecoming Liberty . before you^ 
fo you ought to be wholly unconftniined in the 
Company of deferving Men, when you have. had 
fufficient Experience of their Diia-etion.

T Do not queftion but that you have for this 
•* Month expecied a Letter from me, and that 
perhaps with a little Impatience, (ince this is a 
Time which may afford Variety of News j of 
which, who muu not now be dedrous ?, But aU 

the 
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the Time I was at Paris I had fo much Sick- 
nefs, that that might well fuperfede any Obliga- 
tion I laid under : for let a Promife be never fo 
binding, and never fo much a Debt, who could 
take care of paying fo trifling a one, when a 
moft fevere and importunate Creditor, Nature^ 
calls for her's ? Nor now, when at length that 
Excufe is wanting to me, are you like to receive 
fuch a Letter, as perhaps might be moft wel- 
come to you in this Conjunfture* For if Ilhould 
fend you the Truth in difguife, perhaps you might 
not difcover her. And is tiiiis a Time to expofe her 
naked to the World, when her Nakednefs, which 
is only the EfFedi of her Innocence, by many 
would be miftaken for Lewdnefs, and by more 
for Barbarity ? I will then fay nothings of the 
Affairs of Europey nor ours, though I could find 
much to fay of them both, for now I converfe 
.with a People who are as full of Talk as they are 
inquifitive. But fmce I am taking my Leave of 
that People, I will confine my Difcourfe to 
them. 

But before I begin I will ufe plain Dealing 
with you (a Thing which they never did yet 
with any one) and tell you that I portally hate 
them. 

Yet never fhall my native nor acquir'd Anti*; 
pathy fuborn me to fay any thing that is falfe of 
them. . I will do like a Painter, who wilLdraw 
the true Refemblance of the Face that is moft 
provoking. But then I muft give you this Cau- 
tion, that what I have to fay, though it be true, 
in fome meafure, of all of them, yet it is chief- 
ly to be confined to the middle Sort of the Na- 
tion J for befides, that I have moft converfed 
with them, as a Stranger muft of Neceffity be

forced to doj the Genius of a Nariort nio(^ 
plainly appears in the middle Sort of ks( People' f 
for great Education, which attends high Krtb, <yt 
fcigh Fortune,- very often improves, or correpts^

stiidd^e Stat^ (he remains unmixed and unaJtcred. 

Thefc then I have found in the iirft Place ex- 
ceffively vain. Every Man here is a NarciffiiSy 
and in the Flattering-gtafe of his own falfe Ima- 
gination, is eternally gazing upon himfelf; or at 
kaft upon what he takes upon himfetf. For in. 
this their Errors are different ; for as that me- 
lancholy Boy took himfelf for another, thefe 
merry Fools take fomething elfe for themfelvcs : 
for nothing in Nature is more unlike, than the 
Piftur^ wjiich TiFrmchman draws of himfelf. 

It would be needlcfs to infift longer on this,. 
for they have fo long made Sport for their neigh- 
bouring' Natkjns, by extravagant and abfurd Com- 
mendations of their own, that to endeavour tot 
bring Proofs of their Vanity would be fomething 
more ridiculous than that. Now this is certain, 
th^t he who abounds in Vanity can want no Af- 
fedlation : for AfFeftation is nothing but a 
fruitlefs Attempt to cotmterfeit and falfify Nature,, 

For when a Maa impotently endeavours to 
appear what he really is not, or what he is in- 
capable of being, feature grows imps^tient, - and 
ftruggles to be freed from the Conftraint that is 
put upon her; and in the Strife there appears,, 
fomething fo odious, that all who are I^overs of 
her cannot but hate the Perfon who endeavours 
fo rudely to force her. Now Nature in Man is 
various ; fhe is gay in one, and froward in ano- 
ther ; (he is delicate in a Third, in a Fourth flic 
is grofs, and there is npt a. Man in. a Million,.

wTiom Heaven made fit for all things, and wiA 
be offering at all things. Now fuch have beea 
always, and will be always afFe<Sted : and fuck 
are the People with whom I have lately con verfed ; 
and I have more particularly remarked in fome of 
their JPtovitHtal Gentlemen, tHk in their Endea- 
vours to fiiew their Admiration mingled with a 
gentle Paffion, they are guilty of Aflfeftationsfo 
monftrQMS, that an EtigHft} Fop is not capable of 
them. 

Another neceflary EfFe6l of their Vanity is 
their AfFurance, er in our Language, their Im? 
pudence ; for Modefly is nothing but the Fear of 
difpleafing, when a Man believes, or at leaft fuf- 
peds, that he is defedlive, which is the Reafon 
that renders it lovely to all, whenever it is join- 
ed ^with good Qualities^. For it flatters and 
fooths our Self-love, of which no Man can 
wholly diveft himfel^ by afluring us that virc 
are eftecmed and preferred. Now how can any 
ene have Fear of difpleafing, who imagines him- 
fclf all PcrfediicMi, and who, fwell'd with the Fe^ 
ntm of Pjride, like the Toad in the Fable, be-^ 
Uevea himfelf greater than thofe, with who& 
Greatnefs he holds net the leafl Proportion. 

The Ff^ndi then are afFefled and impudent, 
which are but the neceflary Efteds of that na* 
tional Vice, their Vanity. Bui then they have 
one very good Quality, which proceeds from the 
£ime Vanity, And that is their extr^aordinary Ci- 
vility to Strangers. For they are civil to us, not 
iox our Satisfaction, but their own ; not as they 
imagine it a Duty, but an Accompliftiment.

LETTER CII. 

A Journey over the Alps. 

5/r, 

T Here, fend you a Journal of my Journey from 
^ Zy^wx. hither, m which you will find that Ac- 
count of the Jlps^ which you fo earneftly delir- 
cd of me before I came out of England. I have 
taken np notice of the Towns in Savoy^ nor fo 
much as the Rock of Alontmelian, but have con- 
fined myfelf to a Subjed you feem to afFed fo 
much. 

On the 19th of O^fober we fetout/rom Lyons^ 
and came that Night to Vefpellier^ thro' a fair 
Plain, which was foinetimes ^arable arid fometimes 
Pafture, and bounded with Rows of Hills, at th^t 
juft Diftance as gave, tho' not a large, an agree- 
able Profpeft. 

OSfober 20, we came by Noon thro* the fame 
Plain, Vhich grew to be fometimes a Marih to 
a B'ourg called Tour du Pin i from thence after 

Dinner 
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Dinner we continued our way, thro* whol® 
Groves of Walnut and Chcfnut Trees, to Pon^ 
Beau Voi/tTtj being the Bridge that feparates 
France and Sav9y. 

OSiober 21, we enter'd Savoy in the Morning 
and pa(s'd ovtx Mount AiguebeUete^ The Af- 
cent was the more eafy, becsiufe it wound about 
the Mountain \ but as foon as we had conquer'd 
one Half of it, the uniifual Height in which we 
found ourfelves, the impending. Rbck that hung 
over us, the dreadful Depth of the Precipice^ 
and the Torrent that roar'd at the Bottom, gave 
us fuch a View as was altogether new and a- 
mazing. ., 

On the other fide of that Torrent, was a 
Mountain that equal'd ours, about the Diftance 
of thirty Yards from us : Its craggy Clifts, which 
we half difcern'd thro' the mifty Gloom of Clouds 
that furrounded them, fometimes gave us a hor- 
rid Profpeft, and fometimes its Face appear'4 
fmooth and beautiful as the moft even and fruit- 
ful Valley. So different from themfelves were; 
the different Parts of it ; in the very fame place 
Nature was (ttn fevere and wanton. In the 
mean time we walked upon the very Brink (in 
a literal Senfe) of Deftruftion ; one Stumble, 
and both L^f^ and Carcafs had been at once 
deftroy'd. 

> The Senfe of all thiis produced different Mo- 
tions in me, viz. A delightful Horror, a terrible 
Joy ; and at the fame time that I was infinitely 
pleafed, I trembled. 

From thence we went thro' a pleafant Valley 
bounded with high Mountains, whofe high, but 
yet verdant Tops, feem'd at once to forbid ah<( 
invite Men, After we had mar^h'd for a League 
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thro* the Plairr^ we arrived at the PTace whi'c& 
they call La GcrOi^ where the late Duke of Savoy ^ 
' in the. Year 70^ ftruck out a Paflage thro* * 
rocky Mountain, that hacL always been before 
impaflable; performing that by the Force of 
Gun-Powder, which ThunderMts or Eiarthquaket 
could fcarce havfe eflfediedi This Paflagc is a 
Quarter of an EngSJh Mile, made with incre- 
dible l>abour,. ind the ExJ)ehce of Ibor Millions 
of Livres. At the Entrance into it, is the fol- 
lowing pompous Infeription.

We then began that Day to have 
the ^ddition^l Divcrfion of a Torrent, th^it ran 
fomctimes with Fury beneath us,, and of the 
Noife of the C^cades, pr the Downfal of Waters,, 
which fon\etimes came tumbling amain from the 
Precipices. We lay that Night at La Chambre. 

Oh the 23d, the Morning was very coid,, 
which made us have difmal Apprehenfions of 
Mount Cenis:^ fince we fejt its lofluence fo fe- 
vcrely at fo grjeat ^ Diftance. We arrived by 
Noon at St. Michael^ in the Afternoon we con- 
continued our Journey mofHy upon the Sides of 
the Mountains, which were fometimes all cover- 
ed wi|th Pines, and fonjetimes cultivated,- even ij^ 
Places wliere one would fwear the thing were im- 
poffible, for they were only not perpendicular.. 
We lay that Nignt at Modane. 

Olioher 24. Modane is within a dozen Miks^ 
©f Mount Cenis^ and therefore the next ]V([ora- 
kig we fdt the Cold more feverely. We went 
to Pinner ^t Lamburgy fituated at the Foot of 
Mount Cenh., 

A$ foon aj we had dined, we fent our Horfeis- 
about,. andi getting upon Mules, began to afcend'- 
riie Mountain. I could not forbear looking back, 
jibw and then to contemplate the Town and the 
VaJe beneath me. When I was arrived within a. 
hundred Yards of the Top, I dould ftill difcern 
Laneburg at the Bottom, diftant three tediouS': 
J^Iiles from mCr. What an amazing- Diftancci 

Think 
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Think what an Impreffion a Place mufl make 
upon you, which you (hould fee as far under you^' 
as it is from your Houfe to Hampjiead. And 
here I wifli I had Force to do Right to this re- 
nownM Paflage oi^^Alpt. 'Tis an eaiy thing 
to defcribe Rome or Naples to you, becaufe ygu 
have feen fomething yourfelf that holds, at leaft^ 
fome Refemblance with them ; but impoffible ta 
let a Mountain before your Eyes that is inac* 
ceflible almoft to die Sight, and wearies the wtry 
£ye to climb it : for when I tell you that we 
were arriy'd within a hundred Yards of the Top, 
I mean only the Plain, thro* which we after- 
wards paiTed, but there is another vaft Mountain 
ftill upon that. 

If thefe Hills were firft made with the World 
(as has been a long time thought) and Natui^^ 
defign'd them only as' a Mouno, to indofe her 
Garden, Italy^ then we^ may well fay of her» 
what fome affirm of great Wits, that her care^ 
lefs, irregular and bbldeft Stiokes, are moft ad^* 
mirablci for the Jlps are Works which (he 
feems to have defign'd, and executed too, ia 
Fury; yet fhe moves us lefs, where flic ftudies 
to pleafe us more. I am delighted, 'tis true, with 
the Profpeft of Hills and ValUes, of fiowry 
Meads and murhiurlng Streams i yet it is a Pe* 
light that is confident with Reafor^ a Delight 
that creates and improves Meditation. 

But tranfporting Plcafure follow'd the Sight of 
the Alps'y and what unufual Tranfports, think 
you, were thofe, that were mingled with Hor- 
lors, and fometimes almoft with Defpair? But 
if thefe Mountains were not a Creation, but 
formed by univerfal Deftruc^ion, when the Arch, 
%uh a mighty Flaw, diflblved, and fell into the 

vaU 
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vaft Abvfs (which furely is the beft Opinion) then 
are theie Ruins of die old World the greateft 
Wonders of the new ; for they are not only 
vaft, but horrid, .hideous^ ghaftly Ruins. 

After we had galloped a League over the 
Plain, and came at laft to defcend, through 
|iie very Bowels, as it were, of the Mountain > 
(for we feem'd to be inclofed on all Sides) what 
an aftonifliing Profpe£t was there ! Ruins upon 
Ruins in monftrous Heaps^ and Heaven and 
Earth confounded. The uncouth Rocks that 
were above us, Rocks that were void of all 
Form, but what they had received from Ruin^ 
the frightful View of the Precipices, and the 
foaming Waters that threw themfelves headlong 
down from them, made up fuch a Concert for 
the Eye, as that fort of Mufic does for the 
Ear, in which Horror can bejoinM with Har- 
mony. 

^ I am afraid that you will think I have faid too 
much ; yet if you had but feen what t have done,. 

Sou would furely think that I have faid too little : 
owever, Hyperboles might eafily here be for- 
given. The Jlps appear to be Nature's Extra- 
vagances, and who mould blufii to be guilty of 
Extravagances in Words that make mention of 
hers ? But 'tis time to proceed. We deicended 
in Chairs. The Defcent was four Engltjh MileSa 
We pafled thro' Novalefe^ fituate at the Foot of 
Mount Cents on the Side of lialy^ and lay, that 
Night at Sufe. We dined the next Day at 
VilLney and thro' a pleafant Valley came that 
Night to this Place.

have miftaken it,/^you muft fet me right. And 
to this I have a mort and plain Anfw^r. Let 
him Jludy the holy Scripurey efpeciaffy the New 
Tejiantent^ wherein are contained the Words of 
eternal Life ; it has God for its Autlhor, Salva-^ 
tion fpritsEnd^ and Truth, without aoy Mix- 
ture of Error, for its Matter. So that it is a^ 
Wonder to me, how any one, profefling Chrifti- 
anity, th^t would ferioufly fet himfelf to know^ 
his Religion, fhould be in any Poubt where 
to employ his Search^ and lay out his Pains for 
his Information, when he knows a Book, where- 
in all IS contained pure and intire, and whither,, 
at laft, t^tvj one muft have recourfe, to verify;

The Sermons of Dr. Barrow^ Arch- 
bi&op TiHoifinj and Dn Whkhcot are Mafleav 
pieces in this kind> not to name abundi^nce pf 
others who excel on that Subjeft,. if you have a- 
mind ito fee how far human Reafon advanced 
in the Difcovery of Morality^ you'll have a good 
Specimen in Tmy'% Offices \ unjeis you have a 
mind to look farther back, into the Source frgm^ 
whence he drew his Riuli^, and then y^ii mufl:

Manners: Hiftoiy teaches this befl:, next to 
Experience ; which is the only efFedlual Way ta 
get a Knowledge of the World. As to the 
&^les of Pnideneey. in the Condu^ of common 

Life s 
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Life 'f tho' there be feveral that have employ'd 
their Pens therein^ yet thefe Writers have their 
Eyes fo fixt on Convcniency, that they fometimes 
lofe the Sight of Virtue, and do not take care 
to keep themfelves always clear from the Bor- 
ders of Diflionefly ; while they are tracing our, 
what they take to be fometimes, the fecureft 
Way to Succefe : moft of thofe that I have feen 
on this Subject, having, as ijt feem'd to me, fome- 
thing of this Defeat. So that I know none that 
1 can confidently recommend to your young 
Gentlemen, but the Son of Syrac. 

Xo complete a Man in the Pra^ice of human 
. Offices (for to that tend your Inquiries) there is 
one thing more required ; which, tho' it be or-^ 
dinarily confider'd as diftinft from both Virtue 
and Pruclence, yet I think it is fo nearly ally'd to 
them, that he will fcarce keep himfelf from Slips 
in both who is without : that which I mean Is 
Good-breeMng. The School for a young GeAtle- 
man to learn it In, is the Converiation of thofe 
Who are well-bfed. 

As to the laft Part of your Inquim which isi 
after Books that will give an Injigbt into the Cour 
Jiitution of the Governmsnty andreal Jntere/i,of his 
Country -, to proceed orderly in this, I think the 
Foundation mould be laid in inquiring into the 
Ground and Nature of Civil Society i and how it is 
formM on different Models of Government 5 and 
what are the feveral Species of It. Ariflotle is 
allow'd a Mafter-piece in this Science ; and ifew 
enter upon the Confideration of Government, 
without reading his Politics. Hereunto Should be 
added, true Notions of Laws in general; and 
Property, the Subjeft-matter about which Laws 
are made. He that would acquaint himfelf with 

the 
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the former of thefe, fhould thoroughly ftudv the 
judicious Hooker*s firft Book of Ecclejiqftical Po* 
Jity. And Property I have no where found more 
clearly explained, than in a Book^ intituled. Two 
Treatifes on Government. But, not to load your 
young Gentlemen with too many Books on this 
Subjed, which requires more Meditation than 
Reading, give me leave to recommend to him 
Puffendorf^ little Treatife De Officio Homims i^ 
Civis. 

To get an Infight into the particular Confti^ 
tution of the Government of his own Country, 
will require a little more Reading, unlefs he 
will content himfelf with fuch a , fuperficial 
Knowledge of it, as is contained in Chamber'^ 
layne*s State of England, or Smith de Republica 
Anglicana. Your Inquiry manifeftly looks far- 
ther than that \ and to attain fuch a Knowledge 
of it, as becomes a Gentleman of England to 
have, to the Purpofe you mention, I think. he 
Ihould rea,d our ancient Lawyers, fuch as Brae* 
ton, Fleta, the Mirror of juftice, ^c. which 
your Coufin * King can better direft you to than 
I J joining with them the Hiftory of England 
under the Romans, and fo continuing it down 
quite to our Times, reading it always in thofe 
Authors who lived neareft thofe Times; their 
Names you will find, and Charaflers often, in 
Mr. Tyr'reWs Hijiory ^England: to which if 
tTiere be added a ferious Confideration of the 
Laws made in each Reign, and how far any of 
them influenced the Conftitution i all thefe to* 
gether will give him a full Infight into what you 
defire.

I ihould not think it convenient to multiply 
Books of this kind, were there any one I could 
dire£l you to that was infallible. . But you will 
not think it ftrange if I tell you, that, after all, 
you muft make ufe of your own Judgment, when 
you conftder, that it is, and always will be, im- 
poffible to find an Expofitor whom you can blind- 
fold rely upon, and cannot be miftaken in fol- 
lowing. Such a Refignation as that is due to 
the Holy Scriptures alone, which are di(5bited by 
the Holy Spirit of God. 

Such Writings as Mr. Mede%y and Dr. Ught- 
foofs^ are very much conducive to lead us into a

To this Purpofe Monfieur le Clerc^s^ or 
Mr. Whiftm\ Harmony of the font Evangeliflsy 
will be of. ufe, and fave a great deal of Time 
and Trouble in turning the Bible : they are now 
both in EngUJb ; and Monfieur le Cler^% has a 
Paraphra(e. But if you would read the Evange^ 
it/is in the Original, Monfieur le Clerc^s Edition 
of his Harmony in Greek and Latin will be th« 
beft. 

If you find that by this Method you advance 
in the Knowledge of the Gofpel, when you have

In our iirit Day's Journey nothing ilgoal be« 
fell us, fave dxat the Coachman ilopt at leail a 
dozen Times to drink aad light hi^ Pipe. Fur- 
ibermore> a hard Sl»>wer of Rain fell vpon U9 
five Miles beyond Dorchefter^ but wet us not, 
We being in the Stage-Coach ; we - dined this 
Day upon a Leg of Mutton and iSpinage, and 
had good Southam Cyder. 

As foon as we^anie to our Inn, I took a View 
of Dorchefiir. It has a Market-Houfe in the 
Middle of it, and there is a River running by \ty 
in -which rt is credibly reported there are fome 
J'ilh, We fupped this Night upon a Neck of 
Mutton and Broth, and (bme rare OSiober as pale 
as ^acky and as foft as Sherry^ and as ftrong as 
Brandy — Rare Beer^ indeed f 

When we came, to Piddle Town, they brought 
us fome run Wine j 4t was fmall and four, fo 
^hat I (being alfo fafting) xrould not drink aboxe 
a Quart thereof* When we came to Biandford 
I alfo took a View- thereof^ k>has alfo a Market- 
houfe in the Center, and a River running by it, 
near unto which) there is Store of Meadow- 
"Ground : I faw there a very conjely bay Geld- 
ing, lame of the Sfrmg-hak^^it was a thoufand 
^/s*^Wc dined this Day, upon a good *at

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Gamnu)n and -Greens^ and bad moreover ^xcd- 
ferit Oifober. 

We ftopt in Cranboum Chafer at a finall Hut 
upon the high Way ; \vbere I gulped a thwack- 
ing Glafs of rare Trench Bran^, and eat a Bif- 
cmt J thie Ways here arc vtxjf go«d^ teing aU 
upon'flie Qown^ and you fee on every Side' 
Flocks of Sheep : we dined this Day upon Beef 
and Carrots, the O^ber not ftrong enough. 

When we came to Sali/buryj, I walked into the 
Market-Place and round it, for at kaft a <quar-ter 
of an Hour, becaufe I woidd be able to give a 
^ood Account of this City. It lies low, and lus 
Water about it; it has a large Market- place, 
and they iay, they Tiave a brave laige Church) 
but our Beer at the. Inn^ wa$ veryXad — We 
flipped tbis Night, on Bacon And Fowls— *-thc 
O£fober ftark enough. 

Stockbridge is famous for ftore of Fifla, 4^on 
which, I concluded before I &w it, that it had A 

food fiii^er near it, and it proved fo. Here I 
rank fome bottled Ale^ and 2^ Vkam s^tex h ; 
■excellent French Brandy / Sutton has nothing ex-* 
traordina^, but that it is a poor, little, ordinary 
Town. We dined (his Day^ «|)on a Hog'd 
Face and a couple of Rabbits. No. goad Beer J 

Baftn^ke ftands upon the Side cf a Hill». and 
near it there is a Common; there is alfo, hard 
by, a Deer Park, belonging to ibme great Doke, 
but! know not who it may be, it. is like he )dm 
a Place jit Court, for they fay he feldom livei 
here : here we drank a Dram., and I jogged on. 

We lay at Hertford Bridge. It ftands clofe by 

a good Heath, twenty Miles over, for aught I 

kaow to the contrary \ my Landlady was a Wi^ 

4 dow 
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dow Woman, and a very good Woman (he was^ 
— / ntoerfiMed better in my Life-time. 

We had. Bacon and Eggs^ and a roailed Tur- 
key, and fome good brown Beer. As we went 
through the aforefaid Heath, we faw a Gibbet 
where a Highwajmian had been hanged— Ji^ 
they all come to the fame untimely Fate ! 

Egham is a long Town, not worth the Pains 
to defcribe it (b exa£Uy as I have defcribed the 
reft : there «re two or three Inns in it, but ne- 
ver a Market-houfe : here I firft faw the ^iver 
Thames "^ and a lovely fweet River it is ■ We 
dined at 77m Harris's ; we had a Leg of boiled 
Pork and Turnips, and fome curious Red Port ; 
the Maid of the Houfe knew me, but I pretend- 
ed not to know her, for I fuppofe (he expeded 
fomething from me ; fo I thought it became us 
Travellers, to carry our Wits d>out us. 

Brentford is the longeft Town I ever faw, it 
ftands upon the aforefaid River Thamesy and has 
a Market>houfe in it. Here I faw fitting upon 
a Bench in the Street, a grave, fat, old Gentle- 
man, with Whifkers and a fur Cap ; he had 
likewife on, a long, grave Coat; I bowed to. 
him, taking him to be the Mayor of the Town, 
but they told me he was a Waterman paft Bufi- 
nefs — Here I drank half a Pint of Lifbon. Very 
good ! 

Beyond Hammerfnithy I began to fee a great 
many fine Houfes on both Sides of the aforefaid 
River Thames \ I was furprifed to hear that many 
of them belonged to Tradefmen in the City \ for 
I thought they all belonged to noble Pukes. Jufl 
as we came into Hammerfmithy sl Wheel broke 
off from the Coach, and while it was mending, 

I went 
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J went to an Alehoufe, where I afked the Tap- 
fter feveral Queftions about the Place, and 
the People ; as well knowing that we Travellers 
(hould improve ourfelves. He proved in Con- 
verfation to be an underftanding Lad, for I found 
he had been .once at a Grammar School ; fo 
when I pajd for my Pint of Ale, I gave him a 
Penny over and above for himfelf. The Ale 
here was but poor Stuff. The Country here- 
abouts is well wooded, and very full of People. 

At Kenjirtgton the King has a fine Houfe, and 
large Garden. Here are alfo feveral other Gar- 
dens very fine ; but (more Shame i& theirs) they 
fell whatever they produce. - The Ale here i« 
ftark; enough. We went through Hide-park to 
London^ which is as pretty a Piece of Road as 
ever Crow flew over. 

London^ is certainly the' greateft City upon 
Earth > at leaft there is nothing like it in De^ 
vonjbire ; but our Beer is infinitely better than 
theirs, wJiich is as black as Bull's Blood, and 
as thick as Muftard. Every thing is fliamefully 
dear heire ; you pay half a Crown or three Shil- 
ling for a Chicken, which, with us, would not 
yield above a Groat or Fivepence j but they 
nave fo,many Cuftomers, that they alk and have 
juft what they pleafe. You fee a great many 
Coaches ftanding in the Street ready to be hired, 
and they- will carry a Beggar for his Money, as 
ibon as a Lord, and fooner ; for they fay, that 
Perfons of Quality inftead of paying the Coach- 
man do often run him through th^ Body, and it; 
/eems there is no Law againft Lords, which is 
the Reafon that Perfons of Quality are greater 
than any fort of Men whatfoever. Thefe 
Coaches arc vci^ convenient, if they were not

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fo confounded dear i but if one of them carried 
you but three Doors, he will have a Shilling : 
iw4iereas in our Country, you may have a Q>u-^ 
pie of Horfes a dozen Miles for half a Crown. 

The Houfes are all built of Brick, and for the 
moft Part one Houfe holds feveral Families : fo 
fond are People of living in Londm^ notwith* 
Handing the cadnefs of the Drink ! 

Here are alfo hireling Chairs j they arc cover- 
ed with black Leather and brafs Nails, they have 
line Taflied Windows, and a faihed Doc»r, and 
fine iilk Curtains, and a rare foft Cufhion : one 
of them is carried by two ihort Fellows, with 
no Heels to their Shoes, they uie two long Poles, 
and pace along with wonderful Expedition. Thefe 
Chairs too are devilijh dear. 

There are here Houfes called Chocolate-houles, 
covered all over with Sconces and Looking- 
glafles. Hither Gentlemen who have nothing 
to do, but to drefs thenifelves, repair to fliew 
their fine Cfothes j it is worth while to fee a 
whole Row of thofe Beaus fit looking at one 
another, or at themfelves j or if they do any 
thine eUe, it is only to (wear and take Snuff, or 
to play at Dice, and then all the while they 
play, they are conftantly damning themfelves. 
It is almoft become a Proverb here, in Londoriy 
that nU your fine Fellojvsy are prodigioujly ignoranty 
and prodigioujly wicked 'y infomuch, that they are 
the Jeft of Men of Wit, and pitied by Men of 
Virtue, and fhunned by both. 

There is a fine River running by London full 
of Ships and Boats ; one of thefe Bdats will cany 
you for Sixpence, and fom« of them for Three- 
pence a great Way j and it would be very plea- 
lant, if it w^rc not for the Abufe and ugly Lan- 

•guage 
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age you meet with ; for the People upon the 

'ater will affront you to your Teeth, and call 
you a hundred Names, tfaoueh you do not fay a 
Word to them : it is to no rurpofe to be angry, 
or to Areaten them ; they laugh at all that. I 
oiFercd to get out of the Boat and to box widi 
ieveral of thofe faucy Fellows, but not one of 
them* woidd accept of my Challenge $ nay, the 
Women are as bad as the Men. T^e m^re Shame 
is theirs ! 

I went to fee St. PavTi Church (which is al- 
' moft as big as a Town, and much taller) to fee 
my Lord-Mayor. He was an elderly Man in a 
red Gown, prettjr fat, and flept all the time of 
divine Service ; tor which I thought he was to 
blame, feeing it would have better become a Ma- 
giftrate like him, to have reproved the People for 
walking about the Church, as they did, and talk- 
ing about their own worldly Affairs. 

Weftminfter Hall is a vaft great Room, where 
Law and Juftice have been bought fo dear, that 
one had oftener better go without them. The 
Lawyers ftroll about here, and look devilifh 
(harp and greedy for Fees. There are in the Hall 
other Toymen befides Lawyers, and they will 
fell you their Baubles at treble Prices, fo there 
is nothing but biting on all Hands. 

Not far from hence, is the Houfe erf* Com- 
mons. I went to fee it, and to4ee the Manner 
of their Proceedings, and came away very much 
diilatisfied ; for a dozen Members talked at a 
time, and I could not underftand a Word of the 
Debate. 1 alfo vifited the Houfe of Lords 5 there, 
indeed I perceived more Order, but neither 
'heard, nor faw Jiny thing remarkable, but fomc 
grave Folks in odd Habits.

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There is a Street in London called Drury-lane^ 
which is a very fcandalous Place, being for the 
moft Part inhabited by filthy lewd Women, and 
yet is frequented by great Men, and grave Citi- 
zens. It is therefore, no Wonder, thefe fbame- 
Icfs Jades wear iine Clothes and gold Watches. . 

In this great City they are quite another thing, 

than what they are out of it ; infomuch, that 

he who will be great with you in the Country, 

will fcarce pull off his Hat to you in London. I 

once dined at Exeter with a Couple of Judges, and 

they talked to me there, and drank mv Healtl^, 

and we .were very familiar together ; lo when I 

faw them again, pafiing through Wejiminfter Hall, 

I was glad of it, with all my Heai t, and ran to 

meet them with a broad Smile, and afked theai 

hpW'they did, and to (hake Hahd^ with them ; 

but they looked at me.fo coldly, andib proudly, 

as you cannot imagine, and did not feem to know 

. mc ; at which I was confounded^ angry and mad ; 

but I kept my Mind to myfelf. At another time 

I was at the:Play-houfe (which is > rare P]ace 

for Mirth, and Mufic, and Dancing) and being 

in the Pit, faw in one of the Boxes a Member 

of Parliament of our Country, with whom I 

have been as great as Hand and Glove j fo being. 

oveijoy'd to fee him^ I called to him aloud by bis 

Name, and afked him how he did ; but inftead 

of faluting me again, or making any Manner 

of Artiwer, he looked plaguy four, and never 

opened his Mouth; though when he is in the 

Country, he is as merry a Grig as any in fifty 

Miles, and we have cracked many a Bottle 

together^

twifted; in with our Natures,, upon every Difap^ 
pointment.

To begin with your De&ription of Friend- 
ihip, ^ That it muft confift in an Agreement 
^^ of Humours, £^^.".This has been 3ie Opi- 
nion of many great Writers, a^ well as your- 
ielf 3 and if you are as much at leifure as 1 am^ 
if you plcafe, we'll examine it. i Fqr myi 
own Part) I think nothing) more need be meant 
by it than an obliging Behaviour, and a kind of 
general Gomplaifance, or Deference to the Opi- 
nions of our Friends, , which is neither fo ob- 
ftinate as to be always in the Right, nor fo fer- 
vile as to have no Opintons of our own. As 
lor the reft, a Likenefs of Humours or Inclina- 
tions, is fo little neceiTary to form a perfe<% 
Friendlhip, that I can't fee the leaft Occafion 
for their Similarity; befides that it fuppcfes a 
mighty narrow way of thinking. To be charm'd 
only with fweet Self, or its beautiful Refemblance 
in the Compofition of another^ fuppofes indcci 
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a moft- perfe£)t Benevolence for the Party con^ 
cern'd) but for nothing elfe in Nature; thi» 
Iweet Resemblance being onfy Self at fecond 
band* 'Tis however agreed, that if one loves 
one's Friend as one V Sen, one dbes pretty well ^ 
and coniequently the nearer the Refend>lance^ 
tte more perfe6i wilt be- the Union, iince there's 
nothing that has not a moil fincere Affection for 
itfelf« — -— All this I grant, but then muft add^ 
that this Self-ASeflion, I fear, wilt go but 2 
very little way, even in one Remove only from 
the Individual. The infinite Partiality we have 
for our real Selves, won't ^ways extend itfelf 
to our fecond Selves; and we often commit 
Follies, and indidge Humours in- our own- Per- 
fons, which are not half fo amiable in thofe of 
others, nor will admit of half the Excufes; 
Neither do I think a Samenefs of Humours will 
mix and aflbciate fo well as their Contraries r 
like perfedl Chordls in- Muiiek, they rather tire 
than tvAhen. For inftance, two Pbople are of 
a melancholy, or a choleric Difpofitiom Hovr 
jDiall we ennven the Deficiency of Bile in the 
cme^ or correal its fuper-abundance in the other ^ 
Won't they both drq) afleep, or falf together 
i>y the Ears ? -— Suppofe they are equally endu'd 
with the Powers of Eloquence. May not they 
have an equal Inclination to fpeak at the fame 
time 7 And how painful muH^ it be to either 
Orator to hedr ? — Or fuppofe (if you'll fuffi^r 
me to fuppofe once more) diey are a little given- 
to Contradiction) like you and t\ won't they 
often ftand in need of a Moderator, and beforc'd* 
to call, in a third Perfon to adjufl their Dtf» 
putes ? In fhort, a Parity of Humours, or Sen*

timents, muft often render Converfatton fadi 
tltA infipid ; and when we meet with nothing 
new, nothing but what we have at home, fuch a 
Friendfliip muft foon grow tedious and languifh- 
tng; 'Tis fcarce worth going even fo far out of 
ourfelves for. Befides^ as our own Humours 
are ib uncertain and multifarious, it muft, as vou

Lret us fee then what fort of Friendfliip difie^ 
rent DIfpoiitions will produce. And that we 
inay not run away from our Argument, as You 
ana I generally do, let us define oup Term& 
FriendAip then, in my Definition of it, is a 
Iweet Attra£Hon of the Heart towardi^ the Merit 
we efteem, or the Perfefiions we admire ; and 
produces a mutual Inclination between two Per- 
fonS) to prom^e each other's Intereft or Hap^ 
pine6. — Now we none of us, I believe, will 
choofe to aftert that we poflefft all forts- of Me^ 
rit, and every Degree of PerfeSion ourfelves ; 
but moft of us are fo humble as to own. that 
we efteem it in others, and can be pleas'd with 
Perfe&iono we do not poflefs. To a generous 
Mind, Merit, in whatever Shape it appears, is 
not only eJiiinahU^ but aitra^Hve, By its Ope-^ 
rations on the fympathetic Powers of our Na*^ 
ture, it calls forth the AfFedtions of the Heart to 
meet it, and even byaiTes the Judgment in fa- 
vour of the whole Charader. Thm when we 
fise a Patriot bleed in defence of his Country, 
we are not fo anxious s^oot hia fpeaking in the 
Houfe \ we can for once allow,^ that 'tis^^ not 
neceflkry for a Patriot to be an Orator. I am 
m3rfelf an extreme Coward^ (fave juft in Spc* 
culation} aiid have not the leaft Thirft for ant 
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one's BlOod ; but^jret I twrn away my Eyes ifsom 
<he Man who trembles at a Sword, and find my* 
felf attraiSled by the Hero. In fhorc ; the Mind^ 
I (hould thudc, muft receive an additional Plea* 
Ture in contemplating tbt^e Perfections in a 
Friendy which it has not within itfelf ; and m^^ 
in eiFecty fancy itfelf the Proprietor or Pt^flor 
of thofe Adyantagee whk^h adorn its other half. 

But by this DeCtirenCe or Dkerfity of Hu* 
mours or CharaAen, I would not be under- 
flood to meafi their Inooittiwtahility. Friend- 
Atip could not lotfg Aibfift under tlus Difadvan? 
ti^.; the Uniou muft diffi>lve» and Ayerfion fiic* 
cecd. . (But this Incompatibility (I wifli I could 
think of a fliocler Word) does not always arift 
from the D^er^nci^ but $he too ;gf oat Umfirmtf 
of Humours. Thus two People equally haugh* 
ty, peremptory, or pofitite^ ouift ioon fiiiiih 
their AfBiirs ; and yet tbefe Diipofitions would 
mix exlroneiy well with their Contraries. 

Neither do I think Equali^ of Rank or For-^ 
tune neceflfaiy to form a perfe& Friendihip. For 

?;rfeft Friendfliip is foiinded on Virtue^ on the 
erfe£tions of the Mind> or the 6oodne& of 
the Heart ; and confults neither Tide nor For- 
tune. It does not ^e itfelf to the Genealogy^ 
or the Rent-RoU, but to die-Perfon. Our S«^ri-* 
ours^ as fuch, have a Right oaly to our Com- 
plaifancG, and 'tis a Tribute that Decency al- 
lows 'em ; Intf the Efteem which comes from the 
Heart, is due only to tfue Merit. The <3reat 
have a thdofaUd ways of obliging or jftlwtting 
084 but tho^ have»but one of making ^emfehrda 
beloi/^d, and that Is, by a Superiority of Merit. 
When they condefcead to r^k dib ameuig their 
Advanttges^ they Are Iridy an»d>te; tl^ at- 
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tra£):, and Site attra^d. Their own Hearts are 
enlarg'd, the Objed finds an eafy Admittance ; 
they pleafe, and ave pieced, they have fo many 
ways of obligir^. An Inferiour, however, fet» 
oiit with many Difadvantages, w^ich are not fl> 
much his Demerits, as the heceflary Confer 
quences of his Situation ; has Requefts to be 
gratify*4j or perhaps . Humours to be indulged, 
as well as his Betters ; and thefe tnay by degrees 
diilblve the Charm. But a Superiour may be 
obliged) and perhaps oiTtner innfls upon being 
pleas'd. If the former can wave his Pretenfions^ 
refign liis Inter^(|, or Humour, to his Friendlhip^ 
he IS jlD longv the Inferiour j his Generofity of 
Sentiment gives him his Rank, and entitles him 
to equallndulkencies. But an Equality is often 
as fatal. Jealouiies^ Emulations, and Oppoii-* 
rions of Interefts, are . Rocks upon which the 
firmeft Friendilhips have fplit. An Inequality, 
however, fteers clear of thefe ; and if it haa 
any other Wrecks to fear, rixey are no more than 
are common to both. 

In fliort, true Frieridfliip, found it upon what 
you will, can never fubfift long, but upon Senfc 
and Virtue. And whether we are of dlfFerent 
or the lame Diji{)ofitionS9 Equals or Inequals^ 
have a mrrovf vfz^ of Thinking or no way at 
all» (for every thing will Unite itfclf to fomc- 
what} when oftce the Mind has pafs'd its 
Tudgjncfli't upon the Obje<a, and the Heart has 
fouM .Its AttraiSiOn, it examines no farther, but 
takes the moft eiFe6tual and fpeedy Method^ oif 
uniting itfelf to it.

Even my Friend could 
not tempt me back again, tho' it was to a Pa- 
lacci The only Pain I' fek (for every other I 
left behind me at Hyde-park Comer) . was, when 
I caft my Eye$ back upon the gentle Pair, once 
happy Tenants of thefe Shades 5 but now driven 
ftom their Paradife by fome evil Angel, • per- 
haps never to return ! This Thought I could not 
bear. But when I heard my Lord was ordered 
into the Fidd (a Secret referv'd from her Lady^ 
fliip) it roufed all the noble Ardour within me ; 
and afhamed of my inglorious Eafe, I took the 
Field too, a Volimtier among Ws Hay-makers.

LETTER CXtVH 
Pope to Swift. 

Sir, V 

"^^OT to trouble you at prefcnt with a RecitaL 
-^^ of all my Obligations to you, I fhall only 
mention two Things, which I take particularly 
kind of you : your Defire that I {hould write to 
j^u, and your Propo&l of giving mr twcntyi 
Guineas to change my Religion, miich laft you 
muft give me leave to make the Subjedl of this 
Letter. ' 

Sure no Clergyman ever offered ib much out 
(^ his own Purfe for the fake of any Religion. 'Tis 
almoft as many Pieces of Gold, as an Apoftle 
couid get of Silver from the Priefts of old, on a 
ihuch more valuable Confidevation. I believe it 
will be better worth my while to ptopoie aChange 
of my Faith by Subfctiption, than a Tranflation 
df Homtr. And to convince you, how well dif- 
pofed I am to the Reformation, I ihall be con<* 
tent, if you can prevail with my Lord Trea- 
fiirer and the Miniftry to rife to the fame Sum^ 
each of them, on this pious Account, as my 
Lord H^fitx has done on the pro&ne one. I

am afraid there is no being at once a Poet ani a 
good Chr^an ; and I am very much ftraiteHed 
between two, while the Whigs (eem willing te 
contribute as much, to continue me the one, as 
y<m would, to make me the other.

F«r Invocations to Saints, mine fhall be turn*, 
ed to Dedications to Sinners, when I (hajl find 
the great ones of this World as willing to do me 
any good, .as I believe dtofe of the other are. 

You 'fee I fhall not be ol^inate in the main 
Points ; but there is one Article I muft reftrve, 
and which you feemed not unwilling to allow 
me. Prayer for the De^d* There are People to 
whofe Souls I wi(h as well as to my own ; and I 
muft crave leave humbly to lay before them, that 
though the Subfcriptions abovementioned will 
3 fufficc 
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iiffice tor myfelf, there are neceflary Perquifites 
^d Additions, which I mud demand on the Score 
ef this charitable Article. It is alfo to be confi- 
dered, tbat the ^eater part of thofe, whofe 
aouls I am moft concerned for, were unfertu- 
iiat!ely Heretics, Schifoiatics, Poets, Painters, or 
Perfons of fuch Lives onid Manners, as few or 
no Chutches are willing to iave. The Expence 
will therefore be the ereater to make an effe&ual 
Provtfior^ for the -Souls. 

Old Dryden^ though a Ronaan Gaelic, wat 
a Poet ; and 'tis .revealed in the Viiions of fome 
antient Staintsv that no Poet was ever faved 4in« 
der fome hundred of Mafles, I cannot fet his 
Delivery from Purgatory at lefs llian fifty Pounds 
Sterling.
